The U.S. will furnish limited assistance to the 
CQMINT activity in the form of cash subsidies, D/F and '’releasable" 
intercept equipment, guidance in station design, equipment installa- 
tion and maintenance, location of intercept stations, organization 
and training (including language training if necessary).
